Oneida was spoken in the 18th century in New York State in an area to the east 
of the Onondaga, south of Oneida Lake. During the first half of the 19th century two 
new communities were formed, one near Green Bay, Wisconsin, the other near 
London, Ontario. All but 32 acres of land in New York were sold. There are now 
perhaps a dozen fluent Oneida speakers at Green Bay and about 200 in Ontario 
(Mercy Doxtater p.c. 1997). A partial grammatical sketch was published by Boas in 
1909. A substantial sketch, which was to become the model for grammatical 
descriptions of all other Iroquoian languages, is in Lounsbury 1953. Teaching 
dictionaries are in Antone et al. 1981 and Antone 1982, and another substantial 
dictionary is in Abbott, Christjohn, & Hinton 1996, Texts are in Campisi & Chrisjohn 
1980, Abbott, Cornelius, & Johns 1980, K. Michelson 1981a, and Hinton 1996. There 
are descriptions of phonology in Lounsbury 1946 and Pepper 1986, of the cislocative 
and translocative directionals in Abbott 1981, of gender in Abbott 1984, and of 
paradigms in Goddard 1990. Lexicography is discussed in K. Michelson 1990 and 
possession in K. Michelson 1991. A detailed grammar is in K. Michelson forthcoming 
and a comprehensive dictionary in K. Michelson and Doxtater forthcoming. 
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
